FOR SENATE ACTION 


CLAYTON, RAYBURN AND TRADE 


COMMISSION BILLS REFERRED 


TO COMMITTEES, 


BIG HOUSE MAJORITIES 


Organized Labor and Farmers' Unions 


Secure Exemptions—Provide Reg- 


ulation for Railroad Stocks. 


Washington, June 6.—The 
three 


bills which comprise the administra- 
tion anti-trust program today awaited 
the 
action 
of 
the 
senate. 
These 
measures were before that party af- 
ter having been passed by the house 
yesterday by an overwhelming major- 
ity. 
These measures are the Coving- 
ton interstate trade commission bill, 
the Clayton omnibus anti-trust, and 
the Rayburn 
capitalization bill. 
It 
was expected that the senate would 
today 'refer these measures for com- 
mittee action. 


Covington Bill Provisions. 
The Covington 
trade 
commission 
bill, the first measure on the adminis- 
tration anti-trust program as consid- 
ered in the 
house would 
create a 
commission with broad inquisitorial 
powers over corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce. The bill would 
turn over to a commission of three 
members the power now held by the 
bureau of corporations in the depart- 
ment of commerce, and confer on the 
commission additional powers. 
The bill provides for the 
appoint- 
ment of 
three 
commissioners, no 
more Ulan two of one political party, 
by the president. The commissioners 
would serve six years at $10 000. and 
employ a secretary at 
$5,000. The 
commissioners would be barred from 
engaging in any other vocation while 
serving. 


After abolishing the bureau ot cor- 
porations and the positions of com- 
missioner and assistant commissioner 
of corporations the bill 
would turn 
over the organization and powers of 
the bureau to 
the new commission 
It then provides that al corporations, 
with a capital of not less than $5,000,- 
000, 
except those now subject to the 
interstate comerce commission, shail 
submit annual reports, "records of its 
organization, bondholders and stock- 
holders and financial condition" tc 
the 
commission. 
The commission 
may also designate corporations hav- 
ing a capitalization of less than $5.- 
000,000 from whom it desires reports. 
It may call for special reports in ad- 
dition to the regular 
annual state- 
ments required by the bill, and would 
provide a penalty of $100 a day for 
delay in filing reports. 
Power of Investigation. 
Upon the direction of the nresident. 
the attorney general or either house 
of congress; the commission would be 
authorized to investigate the report 
and the facts relating to any alleeed 
violations of the anti-trust laws. The 
commission would 
also recommend. 
possible- readjustments 
of the 
bus- 
ines oT"corpor'ations so investigated 
in order that 
they 
might 
conduct 
their Business 
in 
accordance 
with 
the law. When the commission finds 
information as to any "unfair compe- 
tition or practice in commerce, not 
necessarily constituting 
a 
violation 
of the law," it is called 
upon to re- 
port to the president and aid him in 
making recommendations to congress 
for remedial legislation. 
The commission is given wide an 
thortty to make public all information 
secured in the course of its investiga- 
tions and is called 
upon to submit * 
report to congress on or before the 
first of .December each year. 
This 
report would include such informa- 
tion as the 
commission has secured 
and such reeommendatiojis as to ad 
ditional legislation for the regulation 
of corporations in commerce. 
Tne 


bill provides, however, that no trarte 
secrets of private lists of customers" 
shall be made public in the reports 
of the commission. 


Sherman Law Bolster. 
The Clayton bill, a part ot the ad- 
ministration anti-trust orogram, car- 
ries provisions designed to strength- 
en and support the Sherman law and 
other acts against monopolies; and 
restraints of trade. As framed by ad- 
ministration leaders and considered 
by the house the bill contained: 
Prohibitions against price discrim- 


ination, or arbitrary refusal to sell 
natural 
mineral 
products, 
or con- 
tracts of sale under which lessees or 
purchasers agree not to deal in tnp 
products of competitors of the sellor 
or lessor: a nrovision that decrees 
in suits brought by the government 
under the anti-trust law shall be final 
evidence in suits brought against the 
defendant by others, involving .the 
anti-trust 
law; . provisions 
against 
folding companies and interlocking 
directorates in concerns under the 
jurisdiction of the 
federal 
govern- 
ment; and provisions 
guaranteeing 
labor 
and 
farmers' 
organizations 


their legal existence under the Shei- 
man law, limiting the use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes, and pro- 
vidins for jury trials in cases of in- 
direct contempt of rourt. 
In addition the bill clears UD vari- 
ous jurisdtctional questions and ques- 
tions of procedure which have arisen 
ir. the administration of the anti 
trust laws. 
' 
Exempt* Organized Labor. 
The provisions Insisted upon by 
snd agreed to after conference oe- 
tween 
them 
and 
representatives 


of the administration, were 
looked 


upon as the culmination of a long 
fiebt bv labor to secure exemption 
under the Shnriian law. Thev pro- 
vide that, nothing in the 
ann-tnift 


laws shall be construe'' to 
forbid 
the .existence nnrt oneratlnn 
of labor 
and farmers' unions, and that sucli 
oreonizatinns 
and 
their 
members 
shall pot be fonKlruecl or hem to 
"ill'psal combinations or conspiracies 
nhrlor the anti-tr-ist laws." How far 
the exemption will extend was a mat- 
ter -of debate in the house, ana many 
members 
contended 
the 
question

The 
bill 
nrovWes 
that 
everv injunction of restrainine order 
must be specific in forms thus ont- 
lowjncr the so-called "blanket injunc- 


l"' 1,-ihr.r disputes ini"nrt.ions would 
be forbidden by the bill "iinlesj nec- 
essary to prevent irenarable injury 
to propfirtv or a nronerty ripnt.' for 
•which iniury there is no ndenuat.p 
remedy at law. It would also forbid 


injunctions against striking, peaceful 
Picketing, primary boycotts, the pay- 
ment of strike benefits, or the peace- 
ful assemblage of strikers, and it con- 
tains a provision legalizing such acts. 


Interiockinu birectorates Hit 
The holding company provisions 
of the act would prevent one com- 
pany from acquiring any stock in an- 
other corporation "where the effect 
of such acquisition is to eliminate or 
substantially lessen competition be- 
tween the corporations, or to create 
a monopoly." 
The 
provision 
ex- 
empts, however, corporations purchas- 
ing stock solely for Investment, and 
not attempting to lessen competition. 
The interlocking directorates pro- 
hibition in the bill Is an 
effort 
to 
reach all corporations, railroads and 
banks over which the federal govern- 
ment has jurisdiction. J!t prohibits 
a director in a concern dealing in 
supplies for common carriers from be- 
coming a director in such common 
carriers; prohibits a director in a 
bank from being a director in a com- 
mon carrier in which the bank acts 
as an agent or underwriter; direct- 
ors in private or state banks, having 
deposits, 
capital 
surplus - and 
un- 


divided profits of more than $2,500,- 
000, 
ineligible as directors in banks 


in the national system; and makes 
ineligible as national bank directors 
the directors of private and state 
banks in the same city or town. The 
provision becomes effective two years 
after the passage of the law, and ex- 
empts the directors of mutual sav- 
ings banks. 
The bill revises the proceedings in 
contempt of court cases. 
In 
con- 
tempts other than those committed 
"in the presence of the court or so 
near thereto as to obstruct the au- 
ministration of justice," the bill pri«. 
yides the machinery for a trial by 
jury as in criminal practice. As to 
direct contempts the procedure is left 
unchanged. 
Supervision of Securities, 
Close regulation and control of tue 
stocks and bonds of railroads by tue 
interstate commerce comission is pro- 
posed by the Rayburn bill, amending 
Lhe interstate commerce law consid- 
ered by the house as the last meas- 
ure of the administration anti-trust 
program. The bill makes it unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier to issue 
stocks, bonds or other evidences of 
indebtedness without the approval <>f 
the commission. 
The bill broadens the powers of 
:he commission to require informa- 
tion from railroads and other com- 
mon carriers and prescribes an elab- 
orate system of reports. The com- 
mission would be authorized by the 
bill to require periodical or special 
reports on the financial condition tif 
railroads, balanced statements of re- 
ceipts and expendituers in relation 
to capital accounts, and 
all 
other 
financial transactions. 
Before issuing stocks or bonds, the 
bill would require railroads to file 
with the commission a certificate of 
notification, showing in 
detail 
the 
character of the securities, the pur- 
poses for which they are to be issued, 
and the disposition to be made ;if 
them. 
Such 
certificates 
the 
bill 
makes public record and open to in- 
spection. 
The bill would give tlie 
commission wide authority for the ex- 
amination of the books of railroads 
and would provide penalties for ttie 
concealing of information from tde 
commission. 
Must Approve Issues. 
Giving the commission authority to 
supervise issues of securities the -hill 
said: 
"It shall be unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier subject to the act to reg- 
ulate commerce, to isue any capital 
stock or certificates of stock or any 
bond or other evidence of indebted- 
ness or to assume any obligation its 
lessor, guarantor, or suretv for the se- 
curities' of any person, natural or ar- 
tificial, even though permitted by the 
authority 
creatins the carrier cor- 
poration, except for some 
purpose 
within the corporate powers neces- 
sarv to the proper performance of its 
service for the public and not tend- 
ing to impair the financial ability of 
the carrier to discharge its duty to 
the public. 
"It shall likewise be unlawful to 
issue any such stocks or bonds for 
the purposes hereinbefore mentioned 
or for any other purpose unless and 
nntil application and after investiga- 
tion in the premises by the interstate 
commerce commission of the 
pur- 
poses and use of the issue and the pro- 
ceetls thereof, such issue is approved 
by said commission as necessary and 
Appropriate for the purpose stated 
Provided, that nothing herein shall 
be construed to imply any guaranty 
or obligation as to sucl) issues on tho 
part of the United States." 
The bill exempts from this pro- 
vision notes maturing more than two 
years after their isue. when they -!O 
not aggregate more than 5 per cent 
of the outstanding obligations of the 
issuing roads. 
The measure provides that the corn- 
mission 
in 
investigating 
proposed 


~tock issues shall hear the author- 
ities of the states through which the 
railroad desiring to issue securities 


The' bill carries a prohibition, ef- 
fective two years after the bill be- 
comes a law, against 
one 
director 
actine: on more than one railroad un- 
der the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion, without the commission's1 ap- 
proval. It also would make it un- 
lawful for any director or officer of a 
railroad to profit by the sale or dis- 
position of stocks or bonds.

Whether the 
federation—admittedly 
the foremost body of representative 
women in the country today—would 
come out flatly in favor of the uni- 
versal franchise, or continue to side- 
step tne proposition, was a matter of 
grave speculation. 
Neither 
promi- 
nent Suffragists nor delegates to toe 
federations meetings would venture 
i prediction as to the probable action 
that would be taken by the national 
association of women's clubs. 


Mrs. 
Grace Wilbur Trout, president 
of the Illinois Equal Suffrage Asso- 
ciation 
rwas hopeful. She declared 
-hat if the time "seemed propitious" 
an effort would be made to have a 
resolution favoring woman suffrage 
presented to the federation 


"We are anxious,"'said Mrs. Trout, 
that such a body of representative 
and influential women endorse uni- 
versal suffrage. But we do not in- 
tend to fight through a resolution, or 
ndulge in any tactics that will create 
animosity for the movement. Unless 
circumstances and the time seem pro- 
Htious when the federation's conven- 
tion gets under way we shall make 
no attempt 
to have the convention 
go on record. Rather, we prefer to 
:ontinue our campaign of education 
But I must say that we are hopeful." 
Miss Jane Addams, head of the na- 
:ional woman suffrage movement in 
:he absence of Dr. Anna Shaw 
in 
iurope, and other national and state 
officers of suffrage associations here, 
subscribed to the statement of Mrs. 
Trout. 


At the last convention of the fed 
jration, held in San Francisco, and 
at previous meetings, the 
suffrage 
question was never permitted to come 
jefore the delegates. 
According to 
oca! club women this policy has been 
pursued In order to refrain "from co- 
ercing the minority." 


"The federation represents women 
or many nations and creeds," said 
«iss A.rma Clark, an officer of the 
Chicago Woman's club. 
"We have 


anti-suffragists, suffragists, and non- 
committals in the organization. We 
are 
essentially -non-partisan. 
We 
lon't care for politics, and we do not 
believe in coercing the minority." 
That a strong bid will be made for 
action on the votes-for-women propo- 
sition is forecasted in the elaborate 
janquet planned for Sunday night, 
June 13, by the Illinois Equal Suf- 
rage association at 
the 
Congress 
hotel. Already one thousand reser- 
vations have been made, and influen- 
;ial delegates to the- federation meet- 
.ug invited to attend. 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, inter- 
national head of the suffrage move- 
ment, will be the chief speaker at the 
Banquet. She is also to address the 
federation on "The Progress of the 
American Woman." Other speakers

orce him quickly to descend.

ased two hundred cartridges yester- 
:ay and besides wounded large num- 
iers of persons, he has destroyed the 
altar and pictures In the church. 
This morning he shouted from the 
teeple, "it's a good thing you let me 
leep during the night. Now I have 
resh strength, and when my last cart- 
idge is gone I will kill myself."

OUR SATURDAY NIGHT. 


The loss of the "Empress of Ire- 


land" in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
-with the sacrifice of more than one 
thousand lives, records one of the 
great tragedies of the year, and next 
to the Titanic disaster, has no paral- 
lel in recent history. 


Many of the passengers were below 


decks and drowned like rats in a cage, 
in fact, many of them passed from 
peaceful sleep to the long sleep which 
"kno-v- r~j r:'.vakening, for the accident 
<,CLur;-eu at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the great liner sank in ten 
minutes. 


Among the passengers saved was 


Edward Leybold of Ottawa, and the 
tbjillin 


picked up, more dead than alive, and 
his story will have much to do in aid- 
ing the courts to place responsibility. 
The fact that the fog was not heavy, 
indicates gross carelessness on the 
part of somebody, and it looks bad for 
the captain of the collier Storstad. 


Memorial services were held last 


Sunday in all the churches in Ottawa, 
where some three hundred bodies re- 
covered 
from 
the 
wreck, awaitea 


burial. 


One of the pastors said that the 


catastrophe could not be considered 
in the light of Divine judgment, as 
among the passengers was the flower 
of the Salvation Army, four hundred 
strong. This seems like a far-fetched 
argument for in this age of intelli- 
gence the fact is generally recognized 
that human carelessness and not Di- 
vine vengeance is responsible for the 
great tragedies of life.

Is published in an Ottawa paper ot 
recent late. It is a story of tragedy 
from real life, told, by Mr. Seybold 
himself, and is worth reproducing. He 
says: 
"On the morning of the accident, 


about two o'clock, I was lying awake 
In my cabin, when I noticed the Em- 
press slowing up. Then she blew 
three whistles and by that I knew 
there was some fog around. 1 next 
heard another steamer answer with 
three whistles. 
The Empress again 


whistled three times and the other 
steamer replied with three whistles. 
This time I noticed the sound from 
this other vessel was much nearer to 
us. 
Again the 
Empress whistled 
three times. "What seemed only a mo- 
ment later, I heard a crunching noise. 
I jumped out of my berth, opened the 
window in my stateroom, which was 
on an upper deck on the starboard 
side and looking out saw that the 
Storstad bad rammed right into the 
starboard side of the Empress. Then 
1 saw the coal vessel back away fro 
us. Soon after, that is in a fe\v sec 
onds, 1 noticed the Empress list badl 
to starboard. 
I at once came from 


the window ot the cabin and told m 
wife to get up. Without any delay 
got out a life belt for her. She slippe 
on an ulster over her night dress an 
over her ulster coat I fastened th 
life belt. 
My wife then helped t 


fasten a life belt around my waisi 
Meanwhile I had hurriedly slipped o: 
a tweed suit and an ulster coat ove 
my pajamas. 


"I might add that when I lookei 


out of the window I noticed there wa 
little fog near our vessel, but I coul 
see the coast line about four mile 
away. By the time my wife and I hai 
got the life belts on, the boat wa 
listing considerably to the starboard 
Then I took hold of her hand and 
keeping hold of it tightly, we left ou 
cabin, went along the passage outsidi 
to the cafe, and made for the por 
side, which by this time was almos 
parallel with the water. 


"I was feeling very exhausted, for 


you know I had been very ill prior to 
leaving Ottawa to go to England 
However, I helped my wife to clambe 
on to the port side of the sinking sh.ip 
.and three men assisted me alongside 
my wile. The ship was by this time 
lying on her starboard side. All was 
dark, but along the 600 foot upturnet 
"port side of the ship I could see sil 
houetted against the darkness full; 
five hundred people. They were no 
screaming, but moaning. I can hear 
that awful moaning even when I am 
asleep. 


"We felt the ship sinking fast. 
took my wife by the hand and said to 
her: 
"My dear, hold on, I am ex 


hausted. I cannot live long myself, 
Be brave and save yourself!' 
No 


sooner had I said these words when 
the ship sank suddenly, carrying us 
and the hundreds of others down with 
it, who were on the side of the ship 
Down we went into that awful swirl 
down, down, I should think fully 50 
leet; but we held each other's hands 
tightly all the time. Weak though I 
was, I did not lose my head, even 
when we went down in the swirl. 


"It has been said, I understand, that 
the boilers did not burst. I know 
that they did. When they exploded 
ay wife was torn or blown away rfom 
me by such a force that almost tore 
my right arm from its socket. 


Hero Mr. Seybold showed the re- 
porter his right arm which is badly 
^rounded, the result of being severely 
scalded. He and his wife must have 
teen perilously near the boilers when 
they went down. 


"The force of the explosion," con- 
tinned Mr. Seybold, "not only blew 
by wife away from me, but blew me 
up to the surface of the water. She 
was killed by the explosion, for when 
her body was found eighteen hours 
•after the accident, there was not a 
drop of water In it." 
~ Two tours later Mr. Seybold was

Seven 
years ago the total 
budget for the 
three branches of service amounted 
to only $96,000,000, a sum considera- 
bly less than is now demanded by 
the army alone.

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IMAGINATION AND UNSELFISHNESS. 
. NE of the hardest things in the world," said the late Joseph Fels, 
is to convince the man with a full stomach, that there is some- 
body hungry. 


Mr Fels' aphorism is very true in the sense in which he 
means it, and true in a thousand other senses besides. 
It is very difficult for anyone who has not experienced any given form 


of discomiort to sense that discomfort and realize that other people feel it 
Tlie well-fed man may know, as an abstract proposition, that other people are 
hungry, but he does not sense it as an actual, painful fact. 


If vie could really sense other men's annoyances 
arid troubles—of course, I dont mean actually surfer 
oztiHEu jnq—uiain uiojj them, sense them, half of the 
selfishness in the world would take wings to itself. 
For it. isn't so much because we do not will, as 
because we do not know, tlfat we permit others to suffer 
annoyances of misery. 


For instance, 1 have often noticed that a woman 
who has had to prepare meals and who therefore 
knows how hard it is to keep them appetizing if they 
are delayed, will seldom permit herself to be late to 
the table. It is almost invariably the masculine mem- 
bers of the family, or those feminine members who 
have not had experience in housework, who are per- 
sistently careless about beins on time to their meals. 
A mother told me the other day that her older 
daughter was much more considerate and sympathetic 
to her than her younger. 
"You see," she explained, 
' my older daughter is married and has children of her 
own. 
I find that makes a great deal of difference, my 
dear. I don't blame Hilda, for I'm sure she will be 
ditterent when she has children of her own and knows how much mothers 
suffer for children and bow much children mean to them." 


It takes either much experience or miicl* imagination to be truly unsel- 
lish. The most unselfish man in intention -whom I know is sometimes quite 
selfish in deed because he lacks imagination. He is generous to a fault with 
money; he gives his wife more luxuries than he has himself; he does manv 
kind things tor her. But because he utterly lacks imiginathm to sense the 
things that will make her feel hurt or unhappy he is sometimes very selfish 
indeed. 


The same place which is paved with good intentions is walled in with 
the selfishness of those who mean to be unselfifish but don't have enough 
imagination to know how to be. 


"How 
so?" you say. "Should one be blamed for lack of imagination?" 
Surely, my friend. For this kind of imagination—perhaps we'd do butter to 
fall it the ability to put yourself in his place—is something which every one 
of us could and should cultivate.

Tells of Fierce Day and a Half Battle 


in Which "Spigs" Were Given 


No Quarter.
